It is said that the president would not 
agree to this and in fact he was dis- 
posed to urge that boycotts should be 
suppressed by legislation which other- 
Wise was fair to the labor unions.

weapon. 

Roosevelt's Idea. 


In the meantime, the president's idea 
in regard to the message he plans to 
send to congress urging a general re- 
lief measure, according to persons who 
have discussed the sithation with him, 
have undergone a change. If a mes- 
sage is sent to congress it will not 
be until after the civic federation bill 
has been introduced. That measure 
has been prepared, although its pro- 
visions are not yet public, and it is the 
plan to have it offered in the house 
early next week by Representative 
Hepburn, of Iowa. President Roose- 
velt has not found a senator who ap- 
proves the measure on whom he is will- 
ing to place the responsibility of cham- 
pioning the measure in the upper body. 
Therefore, the bill will not be intro- 
duced simultaneously in both branches 
of congress. It will depend upon the 
fate of the bill In the house whether 
it reaches the senate at all.

BY THE HOSPITAL BOARD 


Medical Board Arranges for Division of Medical and Sur- 
gical Services at the Grady anensataniy sao 
Doctors in the Future. 


——— 


At a meeting of the medical board 
of Grady hospital, held there last night, 
it was decided that in the future the 
medical and surgical] services of the 
hospital should be divided and sepa- 
rate. 

Before this time the services have 
been combined, the same house physi- 
cians serving in both medica} and sur- 
gical capacities. 

There have been five house physicians 
elected by competitive examination 
from young medical graduates, the term 
of service of each being two years. 
According to the new plan this number 
will be increased to eight, of which 
three will be chosen for exclusive medi- 
cal service and five solely for surgical 
work of the institution. The ambulance 


men will be surgeons. 
This division which has been dis- 


: 


cussed for some time, has been made 
in order to improve the medical ser- 
vice of the institutlon. It is believed 
by the board that many of the young 
physicians who apply for positions on 
the house staff are attracted by and 
interested in the surgical part of the 
hospital work and that better medical 
service will be obtained when those 
chosen to perform it are ones who have 
chosen that department of their own 
accord, 

The division will not be immediate, 
but gradual, it being the desire of the 
board that those who have been elect- 
ed in the joigt capacity be allowed to 
end their terms. It was announced, 
however, that the complete separation 
will be accomplished within a year. 

The separation will be recommended 
to the board of trustees of the hospital 
at their next regular monthly meeting, 
at which final action will be taken.

Our mad contemporary, the “official organ,” finds The Constitution a 
convenient bumper against which to hurl its wrath, no matter what the cause 
or source of it. : 

Naturally irate that the governor should have parted company with it 
on the question of justice to the confederate veterans of Georgia, and has 
shown a disposition to accord with the position of The Constitution, it must 
heeds scatter a little spleen, It just couldn't help it. 

For has: not the “official organ” already vetoed the repeal! of the quar- 
terly payment pension law? 

Of course it could not turn the vials of its wrath upon the governor; 
that would have’ been a little embarrassing. 

But it must have a scapegoat, something at which to shy its dampened 
dust, or ire would have swelled it to the bursting point. So, as usual, it 
picked out The Constitution. 

Well, so be it. We are at least glad to have been the instrumentality 
that prevented the inner explosion. 

The Constitution again congratulates Governor Smith upon the an- 
nouncement Made in his Covington address, that the confederate veterans 
of Georgia are to be paid-the second installment of their 1908 pensions in 
April, two months before it is due. ? 

That is as far as the governor can go under the new law, and having 
gone the iimit, we feel justified in hailing his action as evidence that.he 
now inclines towards the view which. The Constitution has urged, that the 
veterans should have their money, as heretofore, in annual lump sum pay- 
ments; and, further, that he will approve the bill which the legislature is 
going to pass this summer, repealing the quarterly payment law, despite the 
“official organ’s” recent veto of it, in its assertion that the law is a good 
one and “WILL NOT BE REPEALED.” 

We can appreciate the reasons why the “official organ” does not desire 
to take issue with the governor, even when, as in this instance, he repudi- 
ates it, and it is not, therefore, difficult to see why its mud batteries are 
turned upon The Constitution. 

But a madman’s argument cannot even make the waters turbid. 

All this talk about an “assault upon the eleven thousand school teachers 
of Georgia, seventy-five per cent of whom are women,” is about the craziest 
cClaptrap that cunning lunacy has yet devised. 

The Constitution's attitude towards the schoo! teachers of Georgia is not 
in need of defense. We have contended always, earnestly and emphatically, 
that it is the state’s duty to make provision for the prompt payment of the 
yeorgia teachers. They are entitled to and should have their money the 
moment it is earned. We shall continue to demand that this provision be 
made until the legislature meets the duty squarely and repairs the wrong 
that has existed ever since the school system was inaugurated. 

But we have contended, and we shall continue to contend, and we are 
again glad to note that the governor is showing disposition to accord with 


fice of-the noblest servitors the state has ever known. 

We have urged in behalf of the veterans nothing but that they be given 
again that which the state proffered them in the beginning, what it has given 
them all the years until now, what it actually owes them, and to pay which 
promptly it took not one cent away from the school fund. 

Protests against the quarterly payment law came from the veterans and 
widows all over the state. They asked simply to be given that which was 
‘theirs and in which -théey had interfered with no one else. 

Responding to these protests members of the present general assembly 
and candidates for that which is to succeed it, all over the state, came for- 
ward with promises to repeal the unjust law, with a unanimity of such start- 
ling proportions as to give assurance that the new quarterly payment law will 
be but short lived. 

The Constitution has had no other interest than to aid them in the 
achievement of their very proper request, and what it has contributed toward 
that result—for result it soon will be—it has done with a eonsciousness of 
duty to those who did not shirk duty when the state called upon them in 1861.

The step Was based on the reason- 
ing that all the suburbs merged into the greater city were actually and in 
effect already portions of the city; that the commercial and social interests 
of their people were inseparable from the commercial and social interests 
of Birmingham proper; ‘that in so far as municipal! improvements, facilities 
and progréss were concerned, the boundary lines separating the original 
limits from the annexed portions were purely imaginary and fictitious. 

Identically the same reasoning applies to Atlanta and its environs. The 
casual visitor, as well as the resident, walking or driving along thoroughfares 
traversing the limits cannot tell, as far as continuity of dwellings and other 
manifestations of population. are concerned, where the city of Atlanta ends 
and the suburb. begin. The citizens living just the other side of these 
artificial boundaries prosper and earn their livings by reason of the proximity 
of Atlanta; in effect, they enjoy all the advantages of municipal facilities 
without standing their just share of expenses of maintenance. 

These many abutting suburbs are, then, practically of a part with At- 
lanta. Unless they are annexed before the fast approaching federal cansus 
Atlanta will, within a short time, wake up to the sad realization that she 
has gone before the world with an inaccurate exhibit that, despite all acad- 
emic talk concerning our actual dimensions and importance will stand as 
the official showing of the greatest city in the south. 

Do we wish to lag thus far behind the spirit actuating modern American 
cities? If we do not, the time in whicui to avert an erroneous showing for 
ten years is relatively short! 

What is council going to do about it?

ANNUAL REPORT 
ON TELEPHONES 


Theo. Vail President of Amer- 
ican Company Tells 
of Progress. 


In the annual report of the American 


Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
which has just beer issued, Pre<ident 
Theodore N. Vail gives some interesting 
figures and discusses at length several 
features of the telephone business. 

The business has shown constant gain 
during the year, and at the close there 
were 3,839,000 stations connected to the 
system, with a total of 8,610,592 miles 
of wire. The total number of exchanges 
and toll calls for the year was about 
5,997,000,000. During the year 6$52,92!,- 
400 was added to construction, and in 
the past eight years $35!,835,655 has 
been so added. 

At the present time there are out- 
standing |,525,280 shares of atock of the 
company, |,312,402 of which are heid 
by 23,463 stockholders, an average of 
less than 56 shares each, the balance, 
212.778 shares, being held by 1!6 share- 
holders, each with 5,000 shares or Over. 

At the close of the year a valuation 
based on the replacement cost of the ex- 
isting plant, without any allowance for 
franchises or for unearned Increment, 
showed 3$488,296,000. Against this there 
Were outstanding obligations of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany and its associated companies, in- 
cluding capital stock at par itn the hands 
of the public, of $6554,939,000. These 
companies also had cash on hand, quick 
assets and investments of $!01,074,000, 
eo that the obligations against the plant 
were only %453,865,000, or $34,431,000 
less than its appraised value. The book 
value of the exchange construction is 
$114 per exchange station, and the book 
velue of all the property, including the 
long distance lines, is $162 per station.

President Vail callg attention to the 
exaggerated stories of the profits made 
by early investors, and shows how these 
stories, coupled with the general busi- 
ness activity of the last few years, ey 
made it possible for promoters to launch’ 
telephone companies pledged to low rates 
for exchange service and high dividends 
to Investors. Many of these companies 
are asking relief from the conditions 
they readily accepted, and for increased 
rates, and reorganizations are now in 
progress These companies found that 
repairs and reconstruction, which with 
@ new plant are at a minimum, steadily 
increase, and that many times while the! 
plant is growing rapidly these charges 
are lost in construction. Sooner or later

ANTI-POOL ROOM 
BILL IS PASSED 


Kentucky Legislature Passed 
Bill and Adjourned--Sign- 
. ed by Governor. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 1!18.-——With the 
passage of the anti-pool room bill, which 
provides heavy penalties for operating 
& pool room except as bookmaking on 
the race courses during the race meet- 
ings, the 1908 session of the Kentucky 
legislature adjourned at 2 o'clock this 
morning. Only by the most _ heroic 
methods were the friends of the bill 
ahle to bring it to a vote. A precedent 
of years was overthrown when an un- 
favorable committee on rules was oust- 
ed from control of the floor and by a 
two-thirds vote the bill was put on pas 
sage. The bill was passed by a vote of 
86 to 4. 

The strongest pressure forthe passage 
of the bill. was brought to bear upon it 
by the thoroughbred breeders, who say 
it means salvation to the breeding in- 
terests of the state. 

The night session of the legislature 
was a scene of turmoil from the begin- 
ning to the final adjournment, There 
was a hard fight in the house on the 
bill appropriating half a million dollars 
for the completion of the new state 
capitol, which ended in its passage by a 
vote of 6! to 24. Several bills carrying 
large appropriations for state institu- 
tions were passed, but the congestion

ROAD COMPELLED TO ACT 


Tennessee Garnishment Laws Vast- 
ly Different, Being More Strict 
in Regard to Filing of Gar- 
nishments—Southernm Of- 
fictals Decinre Geor- 
gia Laws Are a 
Nuisance, 


Regarding the removal of the Soutuern 
ralilway’s fundg from this state to keep 
from being hindered in {ts operations by 
garnishments and attachments on dam- 
age suits, Chairman McLendon, of the 
railroad commission, in his reply to a 
letter from President Finley upholds the 
road in its action, after thoroughly in- 
vestigating the matter. 

Chairman McLendon shows that the 
Southern railway had on deposit. in 
banks in this state during the month of 
February some $600,000, against which 
amount pay checks for $235,430 were 
drawn. He states he is informed that 
the average percentage paid on personal 
injury claims: by the road since its or- 
ganization has been 3 per cent. Fur- 
ther, he shows that the amount of dam- 
age suite against the road in this state 
is $334,888. Three percent of this amount 
is $10,000, but in order to give bond 
and keep the $334,888 in legitimate bus- 
iness channels the road would be re- 
quired to give bond for over, $600,000, 
this completely exhausting every bit of 
available cash they had in their daposi- 
tories in the state, 

In closing his letter Chairman McLen- 
don states the following: 

“The railroad commission of Georgia 
very deeply regrets the clrcumstances 
which compel you to remove your de- 
posits from the state of Georgia and 
which justify you In making such re- 
moval.”’ 

President Finley in his letter to Chair- 
man MicoLendon says that attorneys in 
unadjudicated personal injury claims un- 
der the existing garnishment laws of the 
State, are permitted to garnishee the 
funds of the railroad company, empound 
its equipment, temporarily tying up both 
funds and equipment, preventing busi- 
ness to continue. For this reason the 
official says his road was compeli(led to 
take their money out of this’ state and 
place it in other states.

Finley, of the Southern railway, and 
Chairman McLendon, of the railroad 
commission, is as follows:

1 further 
explained that these funds were not other- 
wise withdrawn, except to facilitate us in 
meeting the necessities of the company in 
the payment of interest, dividends and debts 
and in making such financial arrangements 
as were necessary in the interest of the 
property. 

1 called attention to the fact that these 
depositories were located at certain points, 
viz., Atlanta, Athens, Augusta, Savannah, 
Brunswick, Macon, Columbus and Rome. 

I then stated that this practice had been 
in use by us since the organization of the 
Southern Railway Company, was deliberately 
adopted, and, while we must in these busi- 
ness matters recognize practical conditions 
as they may arise and be governed by them 
just as other business enterpriseg are, we 
belleved in this policy, and it was our pur- 
pose to adhere to it. 

We have now to inform you, thet by reason 
of the practice which has, within the past 
week, been indulged in by certain attorneys 
in unadjudicated persona! injury claims, un- 
der the garnishment laws of Georgia, which 
permit process of garnishment to be sued 
vut on what seems to’ be the most insuffi- 
client pergsona! bond, of garnisheeing the 
funds vf this company and empounding its 
equipment, thereby temporarily tying up and 
depriving us of the use of these funds and 
this equipment, we have found ourselves com- 
pelled, tn order that we may be able to con- 
duct our businesg in an orderly way and 
perform our public duties satisfactorily, te 
remove our funds altogether from the banks 
within the state of Georgia and to deposit 
them in depositories beyond the borders of 
the state.

Who Killed Officer Manter and Was 
Hanged Yesterday. 


JOHNSON DIES 
FOR HIS CRIME 


Slayer of Officer Manier Paid 
Penalty on Gal- 
lows, 


Andrew Johnson, alias “Black Sport,” 
the slayer of Patrolman James A. 
Manier, was hanged in the execution 
room of the Tower yesterday morning, 
the trap being sprung promptly at I! 
o'clock by Sheriff Nelms. The spinal 
cord was pronounced ruptured in the 
fall by attending physicians, who de- 
clared the negro dead at 11:16 o'clock. 
The body was removed to the under- 
taking establishment of a local negro 
undertaking firm, where arrangements 
are being made by the wife for the 
funeral and interment. 

About an hour prior to the time set 
for the execution the negro completely 
collapsed and it was only after stimu- 
lants had been administered that he 
showed sufficient strength to mount 
the stairs and stand upon the gallows. 
Here much of his lost nerve apparently 
returned and he stood without assist- 
ance as the order of the court was 
read and as Deputy Sheriff Chastine 
bound his arms and legs. He was then 
asked whether he had any statement 
to make and replied that all he had to 
say was that he was ready to die and 
that God had forgiven all his sins. 
Thén, as Deputy Chastine began to 
Place the black cap over his head and 
to tighten the rope around his neck 
he asked that they hurry and hang 
him. 

After a short prayer, concluded with 
a benediction, had been said by Rev. 
H. H. Proctor; Johnson's spiritual ad- 
viser, Sheriff Nelms. after having bid 
the condemned man good-bye, sprung 
the trap. Death follawed almost with- 
out a struggle. 

Johnson killed Patrolman James A. 
Manier while on duty on Peters street 
on the afternoon of December 6, while 
the officer was. attempting to arrest 
him for drunk and disorderly conduct. 
Johnson was captured by Bartow 
Blackman, a negro, and was tried a 
few days later, being sentenced’ to 
hang. The case was, however, appealed 
to the supreme court, which confirmed 
the decision of the lower court. 

The date of the execution was then 
set for March 13. A respite was grant- 
ed at the last moment by Governor 
Smith, however, until the pardon board 
could pass on the case, a commutation 
of the sentence to life imprisonment 
being asked by. the defense. This was, 
however, refused by the board and ex- 
ecution followed.

COLLISION IN DENSE FOG 


Kronprins Wilhelm at Anchor Be- 
cause of Fog When She Was 
Strack by Crown of Castile 
and Badly Injured—No 
One Injured. 


New York, March !8.—While the great 
transatlantic lines Kronprinz Wil- 
helm, of the North German Lloyd Line, 
lay at anchor in a thick fog off Staten 
island today the steamer Crown of 
Castile ran into the liner and tore a 
hole more than ten feet in diameter 
in the overhanging stern. The bow 
of the Crown of Castile penetrated 
steward’s quarters on the ronprinz 
Wilhelm to a distance of about thirteen 
feet, but nobody was injured. Water- 
tight doorson the hull of the Kronprinz 
were promptly closed, but it was as- 
certained that she had suffered no 
damage below the water line, and after 
a walt of several hours for the fos to 
lighten she proceeded to her dock in 
Hoboken. 

The Kronprinz Wilhelm arrived from 
Bremen at 2 a. :n. today, carrying 392 
passengers. 

The steamer had been at anchor only 
five minutes when the quartermaster 
on the after bridge telephoned to the 
captyin that a steamer was coming up 
astern headed directly for the Kron- 
prinz. Captain Nierich promptly or- 
dered the capstan chain slipped, the en- 
gines starteqg ahead and the water- 
tight doors in the steamer’s compart- 
ments closed. JIhere were forty-eight 
of these doors and they were closed 
in just fifteen seconds. 

The hig. steamer was just gaining 
headway when the Crown of Castile 
struck her fairly in the stern, pene- 


trating the overhang and tearing a tri-| 


angular hole fifteen feet wide and ten 


| feet long through the steel plates. 


The shock of the blow was only 
slightly felt on’ board the big liner and 
the two vesselS were quickly separ- 
ated.

LATE PRIMARY PROBABLE — 
SAYS CHAIRMAN GAINES 


Head of City Exeentive Committee 
Gives Out Statement on the 
Political Situation. 
Chairman W. W. Gaines, of the city 
executive committee, yesterday 
nounced that the city primary would 
probably not be held until next fall. 


He states that a number of the mem- | 


bers of the committee favor calling the 
election in October, while others in Au- 
gust. His statement is ag follows: 


Editor Constitution: A majority 
members of the city executive 
have expressed themselves ajs favoring a 
lall primary. This being true, there is no 
reason why the committee should be called 
together at any time soon. And I theretore 
do not expect to call the committee fr tne 
purpose of fixing the date of the prima:y tor 
several monins yet, possibly not befuie Juiy 
or August. A number of the members of 
the committee say that they think that the 
first Wednesday in October, the day of the 
State election, is the day upon which we 
snould have our primary; and the indications 
would seem to point to that date, though 
that is a matter which the committee will 
decide when it meets. 

Personally | am very giad the committee 
favors a fal] primary. There are many rea- 
sons why it seems to me that a late election 
is best. If a man is elected six or eight 
months or a year before he takes his seat the 
political situation might have changed com- 
pletely in the meantime and he be entirely, 
out of sympathy with the condition of thing: 
when he assumes his office. 
issues arise very suddenly. Only last 
an issue arose and became paramount in the 
space of a few days. The officer is most 
representative who takes his seat within the 
shortest period afier his election. 

Again, in the fall of the year the registra- 
tion is the largest and therefore the largest 
number of voters are qualified to purticipate 
in the election. The election is best in which 
the largest number of people are permitted 
to take part. An eariy primary disfran- 
chises many who may not have been able 
as yet to pay their taxes. And in these hard 
times that is quite a consideration. And then 
an early election is generally in the interest 
af somebody; a late election is in the interest 
of nobody except the whole people. It affords 
a square deak to everybody. And it can be 
subject to criticism fron: no quarter. 

A few times our elections have been held tn 
mid-summer. This finds a large number of 
our peOple out of the city, people who have a 
right to take part in the election and should 
he allowed to exercise kt. A mid-summer 
election disfranchises them. To be forced to

IN AUTO RACE 


Lorimer, Sole Opponent, Fin- 
ished One Lap to 
the Bad. 


Savannah, Ga, March !18-—The races 
under the management of the Savan- 
nah Automobile Club and under the 
auspices of the American Automobile 
Association began thig morning, the 
opening event being the |180-mile race 
for runabouts with standard stock 
chassis, equipped with racing bodies, 
and limited to a maximum piston dis- 
placement of 375 cubic inches. The 
trophy was the southern runabout cup. 
Herbert Lytle drove tne car that won. 

The races were all that could have 
been wished in point of weather, the 
crowd in attendance and the order 
maintained by the police and military. 
Savannah society attended in full 
atrength, and a great many visitors 
were here from other cities. Because 
of the bright, warm weather, the 
grandstand presented the effect of a 
millinery opening, many beautiful 
spring costumes betng worn by the 
women. 

It wag in entries that the races were 
lacking. .Of the six made for the first 
race but three started. They were 
cars driven by Lytle, J. B. Lorimer and 
L. J. Zengle. The first to get away, 
Zengle, crossed the tape at !0 o'clock, 
and the others at brief intervals there- 
after. Zengle made but one of the ten 
18-mile laps, his engine dying on the 
second. But that lap was the fastest 
of the race, being made in |8 minutes, 
54 seconds. 

It wae s00n apparent 
would win, Lorimer’s car 
trouble almost from the start. It made 
but one fast lap, 20:02, which was 
faster than any one Lytle made. The 
latter was consistent, however, and 
when he finished i nthree honrs, 35 
minutes and 4! seconds, Lorimer had 
made but nine laps. 

The Second Race. 


In the second race, George Salzman 
and F. W. Leland were the drivers. 
The event was !80 miles, open to all 
cars of standard stock chassis equip- 
ment with racing bodies of a greater 
maximum piston displacement than 576 
cubic inches. The trophy was the 
southern sig-cylinder cup. Promptly 
at 2 o'clock Salzman started, followed 
two minutes later by Leland. The 
first lap was mada by Salzman in !7 
minutes, 35 seconds and by Leland in 
16 minutes, 55 seconds. Everything 
looked bright for Leland, but in the 
second lap his connection rod broke 
and put him out of the race. Salzman 
finished in slow times, getting the cup. 

Tomorrow the chief event wl be 
run, ending the meeting. This will be 
the 360-mile race for cars of displace- 
ment ranging between 375 and ‘575. 
There are eight positive entries, and 
all, it is said, will start. The race 
begins at 10 o'clock. .

heard Monte admit it.

THE UNITED MINE WORKERS. 


Convention Hears Unanimous Re- 
port From Its Scale Com mittee, 


Indiananoplis, Ind., March 
national convention of the United Mine 
Workers of America this afternoon 
changed the place of its next meeting 
from St. Loulg to Indianapolis, and re- 
ceived a unanimous report from its 
scale committee which has been con- 
Sidering since last Thursday a future 
policy for the organization.

Until this afternoon 
the committee was divided by a vote 
of 15 to 6. The agreement wag reached 
as a compromise. It is expected the 
report of the committee will be argued 
at length on the fioor of the conven- 
tion. Delegates hope to leave for home 
tomorrow afternoon or evening. 


ALABAMA WATER TRAFFIC. 


Favorable Impression Made on Ala- 
bama Rallroad Commission. 


Montgomery, Ala.. March 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—President Henderson and Secre- 
tary Kennedy, of the Alabama railroad 
commission, are very much Impressed 
with the water traffic In the state, as 
indicated by business on the Alabama 
and Tombigbee rivers, which they have 
just inspected.

General Fock Puts a Bullet in 
General Smimoff 


WOMEN WATCHED THE DUEL 


Generals Fought at 20 Paces and 
Exchanged Four Shots — Smir- 
noff's Woand Is Very Seri- 
ous — Dael Grew Out of 
Surrender of Port 
Arthar. 


St. Petersburg, March !8.—Lieutenant 
General Smirnoff was sérfiously wound- 
ed in a duél fought hefe this morning 
with Lieuténant General Fock. 
men met in the riding school of the 
Chevalier Guard regiment and fought 
with pistols, a distance of 20 paces sep- 
arating them. 

A duel Was caused by the memoran- 
dum written by General Smirnoff on

the siege of Port Arthur, in which he 
questioned the courage of Genéfal 
Fock. 
honor and reputation were involved 
and challenged the author of the mem- 
orandum. 

Women Saw the Duel. 


The riding school was placed at the 
disposition of the combatants by the 
commander of the regiment and the 
duel occurred with the full knowledge 
and approbation of the military au- 
thorities. It was witnessed by several 
officers of high rank and it is reported 
that sevéfal womeén were présent. 

Shortly before 410 o'clock Generals 
Fock and Smirnoff appeared at the rid- 
ing school. Without saluting they 
took the places assigned by their sec- 
ohds. For General Smirnoff, the sec- 
onds were his brother-in-law, Viadimir 
M. Purishkevich, a member of the. 
duma, and Captain Schultz, of the 
navy; while for General Fock, Captain 
Sido, adjutant to General! Stoessel, and 
Lieutenant Podgursky, one of the Port 
Arthur heroes, officiated. 

The duellists were instructed to open 
fire at the word of command and con- 
tinue until one or the other was hit. 
At General Fock's fourth shot, General 
Smicnoff groaned and sank forward. He 
had been wounded in the abdomen 
above the right hip. He was carried in 
a litter to the military hospital, where 
doctors employed Roentgen rays to 
locate the bullet. 

The Word “Fire” Given. 


The word “Fire” was given each time 
by General Kireiff, the Russian author- 
ity on duelling. At the second exchange 
Gitneral Fock's coat was perforated. 
At the third exchange General Smir- 
noff accidéntally fired prematurely, but 
General Fock magnanimously declined 
to shoot at a defenceless opponent, and 
the fourth and final shots were then 
exchanged. 

This duel will be followed by another 
between General Fock and General 
Gorbatoffsky, the commander of the 
western front at Port Arthur, who was 
severely criticised by General Fock 
during the courtmartial proceedings. 
General Gorbatoffsky sent seconds some 
time ago to General Fock, but he failed 
to secure permission to fight a duel. 

Up to a late hour tonight no operation 
had been attempted on the wounded 
man. The doctors wish to Make fur- 
ther examination with the Roentgen 
rays before attempting to extract the 
bullet. They announced, however, that 
there is no reason for alarm. The 
} patient is cheerful. 

General Smirnoff was acting come 
mandant of the Port Arthur fortress 
during the siege and at the time of 
its surrender to the Jfapanese. After 
his return to Russia he prepared a 
secret report of the defense of Port 
Arthur, which was the basis of « in- 
dietments on which Lieutenant General 
Stoessel, Lieutenant General Fock and 
Major General Reiss were tried for 
their lives before th® supréme court- 
martial. General] Stoéssel was accused 
of cowardice and incapacity and Gen- 
eral Fock, according to the indictment, 
displayed thorough incapacity and 
want of judgment. 

The outcome of the trial was the 
senténcing to death of Genera! Stoessel, 
which finding was later commuted to 
ten years’ imprisonment, while General 
Fock was ordered to be reprimanded 
for a disciplinary offense. 4 

General Smirnoff also was “n trial 
before the courtmartial charged with 
having failed to remove Géneral Fock 
from his command, although he sus- 
pected an agreement between Generals 
Stoessel and Fock to surrender tbe 
fortress. He was acquitted of this 
charge.

THRUST AT THE PRESIDENT 


Hull Is Not So Sure That the Con- 
troversy Between Roosevelt 
and “Swollen Wealth” 

Is xnot a Mere Love 
Quarrel, 


Washington, March |18.—“Drunk with 
power, the republican party has become 
inert and inefficient, corrupt and ser- 
vile. It has achieved its manifest des- 
tiny. It has neither reformed or econ- 
omized. It failed to look at the sign- 
boards, and ran the car of prosperity 
onto a commercial turntable.’’ 

In those words, Mr. Hull, of ‘‘ennes- 
see, in the house of representatives to- 
day, expressed his opinion of the repub- 
lican party. ‘“‘Having thus prescribed,~ 
he said, “‘our republican friends shouid 
cheerfully take the dose of their own 
medicine, however bitter, that inevi- 
tably awaits them at the polis in No- 
vember next.” 

Mr. Hull discussed the issues of tne 
day and arraigned the republicans tor 
failing to provide remedial |legisiation 
that the country Was demanding. 

Mr. Hull asserted that he was not 
one of those democrats who thought 
Mr. Bryan should place Mr, Roosevelt 
in nomination for president. Although 
the president had deemed it wise to 
embrace certain democratic doctrines, 
he had not committed the republican 
party, but instead referred to them as 
‘‘my policies.” 

Roosevelt and “Swollen Wealth.” 


He was not sure. ‘that this controver- 
sv between the president and ‘sSwolien 
wealth’ is not a mere love quarrel, pos- 
sible of early reconciliation.” While 
the president had done many admirable 
things, Mr. Hull said, at the same time 
he had contributed ‘more than all other 
influences of the past and present gen- 
eration to the creation cf a line of yi- 
cious and evil ».-cedents that Would 
be a lasting curse to ut. .worst despot- 
ism in the world.” He charged tnat 
the president's contempt for plain man- 
dates of the constitution had become 
proverbial. The only problem with tne 
president, he declared, was not how to 
follow the constitution as it is written, 
expounded and construed by tne 
fathers, “but how to make the consti- 
tution follow him on his journey to the 
north pole of paternalism. Vemocra- 
cy, he said, registened a loud protest 
against such flagrant executive usurpé- 
“ne. Hull contended that the republi- 
can party had not led a sinless life. 
“It has debauched the pubile con- 
science,” he said, “and established a 
government of arbitrary power for one 
of clearly defined, limited power, under 
which the rights and liberties of the 
people might find protection. 

Spirit of Brigandage. 


“It has no fixed doctrines, save the 
protective tariff, but blind subserviency 
to corporate wealth and paternalism, 
and only a spirit of brigandage and 
commercialism binds it to these.” 

What was orthodox today, said he, 
was blasphemy tomorrow, and 
serted that whether the republicans 
nominated a radical or a conservative 
for the presidency this year they would 
adopt a platform of platitudes “loud in 
their pretended condemnation of ‘pred- 
atory wealth’ and in their mock pro- 
fessions of loyalty to the people's in- 
terests.’’

May sold 
off to 10.10 and July to 9.87 or |60@!74 
points below the high figures of iast 
January. There was some covering at 
the close, but demand was not suffi- 
aient to cause any rally worth men- 
tioning.

Wishes to Distribute Agricul- 
tural High Schools Through- 
out the Nation. 


Washington, March § /!8.—(Special.)— 
Senator Davis, of Minnesota, has put 
in a good deal of work during the 
past year in perfecting Nis bill 
to provide for education in agri- 
culture and mechanic. arts. His 
purpose is to make his bill so general 
as to meet the peculiar conditions ex- 
isting in .widely beparates sections 0 
the country. 

He wishes to have the government 
appropriate an amount equal to !0 cents 
per capita of population per annum 
to further the cause Of induStrial and 
agricultural training. This is an ex- 
tension of the principle involved in the 
Morrill act, under which the states are 
now receiving an annual appropreation 
for this work. 

He would distribute agricultural pigh 
schools through the states and terri- 
tories so there would be pot !ess tnan| 
one in every fifteen counties, and not 
more than one in every five counties, 


~except in states having less than five 


counties. : 

He estimates that there will soon be 
30,000,000 children in the United States 
and that one-half of this numer will 
be in school. Of these he estimates 
that 10,000,000 will be preparing tor 
country life and 5,000,000 ffor city life. 

Teachers will be needed to properly 
educate this army of young Americans 
and these teachers, Mr. Davis believes, 
must be secured threugh tne Work oT 
agricultural high schools in the coumn- 
try as well as in the city. He esti- 
mates that 450,000 teachers will be re- 
quired.
